Emile Tardif was born in 
Ottawa on April 28, 1903, 
He attended St, John the 
Baptist College and St, 
Francis of Assisi College 
and he entered Ottawa Uni- 
versity to study theology. 
While in Ottawa he joined 
the Oblates of Mary Imma- 
culata, 

In 1927 he was posted to 
Labrette, Saskatchewan 
where he continued theolog- 
ical studies, He accepted a 
teacher’s position at St, 
Jeans Junior College in Ede 
monton in 1932, and a year 
later came to St, Albert 
where he served as assise 
tant parish priest over the 
next five years, 

Eight years service as 
pastor at Meadow Lake, 
Saskatchewan, were follow- 
ed seven years as pastor of 
Pincher Creek parish, and 
then Father Tardif returned 
to St, Albert as pastor from 
1952 until 1963 when he went 
back to Pincher Creek for 
one year, 

Back in Edmonton he bee 
gan the last phase of his 41 
years of priesthood, in a 
fleld of endeavor which had 
been a life-long interest of 
the good father, He took 
charge of the archives at 
the Provincial House of the 
Oblate Fathers in Edmone 
ton, working on the history 
of the oblates from their 
arrival in the West, This 
story was closely entwined 
with the overall history of 
the western provinces and 
Father Tardif handled pro- 
digious correspondence with 
provincial archives and 
museums and interested 
historians, He continued 
this work until the time of 
his death on Feb, 1, at the 
age of 68 years. 

Father Tardif will be en- 
shrined in the hearts of 
many, many people of St, 
Albert and district as a good 
and kindly man whese life 
was spent in services to othe 
ers,

Councillors voting in 
favor of the rezoning failed 
to come up with any answer 
to the traffic problems creae 
ted by drivers (inebriated 
or otherwise) entering and 
leaving the parking lot on 
Ball Avenue. This is an 
area of already congested 
traffic conditions, and one 
of considerable pedestrian 
traffic, especially in the 
summer time when younge 
sters from Sturgeon make 
their way to the Grosvenor 
Park Pool, Parents will you 
feel at ease about your 
youngsters walking or cyce 
ling down Ball Avenue on 
summer evenings? 

As pointed out in your 
Gazette editorial of Feb, 3, 
a monolithic hotel develop- 
ment is scarcely one that 
our citizenry wants. The 
proposed five storey struc- 
ture will threaten the 
privacy not only of us in the 
small holdings, but resi- 
dents of Sturgeon as well, 

I would like to express 
my thanks to Mr, Ray Gibb- 
on and Mr. Robert Russell 
who had obviously thore 
oughly researched this 
whole issue, and brought 


sound reasoning to bear on 
the question, 

My condolences to Mr, 
Woodroffe who must feel 
highly frustrated that his 
arguments for sound am 
reasoned planning do not 
carry as much weight as 
the pleas of a developer 
who won't pay commercial 
prices for commercial pro- 
perty. 

The solid opposition of us 
on the Ball Estate has also 
proved ineffective. We need 
the support of St. Albert 
citizenry as a whole, If you 
hold dear such values as 
beauty and order, privacy 
and serenity, and moral 
obligation - to say nothing 
of life and limb - ! urge 
you to discuss this rezoning 
application with your elece 
ted representatives.

Working from an old farm 
near Philipsburg, W. G 
“Turk’’ Jones has planted 
more than 35 million trees 
in the past 20 years «= most 
of them on blighted land that 
had been stripped for coal, 

More than 5,000 square 
miles of the United States 
have been ripped apart by 
men and machines seeking 
coal, gold, clay, stone, sand, 
gravel, phosphate rock, and 
other resources, according 
to National Geographic, 

STRIP MINING GROWS 

To meet increasing de- 
mands, another 150,000 
acres are gouged and blast- 
ed open by strip miners 
every year, 

The jagged, surrealistic 
landscape left in the wake 
of the mining operations long 
was regarded as worthless, 
ruined ground, Nothing, it 
appeared, could grow on the 
tumbled earthen mounds 
aptly called ‘‘spoilbanks,’’ 

But spurred by public out-

abandoned strip mines that 
have been carefully contour« 
ed and seeded, 

A few mine operators re« 
Seeded old mining sites as 
early as the 1920’s, with 
varying results, As the only 
way to reach veins of coal 
and other ore lying near the 
surface, strip mining ex- 
panded sharply following 
World War 11, Greater re« 
clamation efforts were 
necessary,
